The Board of Water Commis- 
sSioners have ordered an in- 
crease in the rate for sale of 
water, in Wilmington. 

The order, made last Thurs- 
day night, will increase rates 
for domestic users about 25%. 
It is the first increase made 
since 1928, when the Water 
Department first started ser- 
vice, and brings Wilmington’ s 
water rate on a par with other 
contiguous towns, 

The increase in rates, the 
Water Commissioners explained, 
is designed to bring in about

SCHOOL BUS SHELTER PROJECT OF JCs 


The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, extended its bless- 
ing to the proposed School Bus 
Shelter Project, of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, 
President Lloyd Bender III, 
of 455 Salem Street, and Past 
President John Holloway, of 
Oakdale Road were commended, 
by the Selectmen, on the pro- 
gram undertaken to provide 
shelter to children waiting 
for school busses, 

The two men stated that the 
proposed JC program will cost 
about $100 per shelter, which 
shelters will have a concrete 
floor, and be about 8 by 10 
feet in size. 

30 to 40 children should be 
able to get protection from 
inclement weather, in addition 
to being kept off the streets, 
the two men stated. They cited 
figures of the National Safety 
Council, issued in 1958, which 
stated that 21,708 children 
had been injured, 7348 of them 
being killed or seriously in- 
jured, in pedestrian-auto ac- 
cidents in the previous year.
